column line 27 through page 4, left column, line 35). 

Methods of converting from RGB color system to CMYK 
color system are no more than a design matter. 

There is no difficulty in applying the UCR processing for 
characters of Cited Literature 2 to the UCR processing of Cited 
Literature 1 .
